The tragedy occurred at the Frisco 
boarding house, on Elgin avenue, con- 
ducted by Mrs. Cox as a means of sup- 
port of herself and her children since 
her separation from her husband. 

Learning last evening that her hus- 
band was with Mrs. Cox, Mrs. Huddle- 
ston armed herself with her husband’s 
revolver and went to the boarding 
house, where she found Huddleston and 
Mrs. Cox together. 


Husband Didr’t Interfere, 
Mrs. Huddleston instantly epened fire 


fifing “three shots in 
rapid succession, one of which passed 
through the cardiac cavity severing an 
artery and causing Mrs. Cox's instant 
death. Huddleston stood by and watch- 
ed his wife, but did not try te inter- 
fere. 

Mrs. Huddleston accompanied her hus- 
band te the Police Station and gave 
herself up. 

Grant Huddleston was formerly a 
Muskogee policeman and is now em- 
ployed as a detective by the Midland 
Valley Railroad Co., with a deputy 
Mheriffs commissien.

Every collector of the. revenue in 
the various counties of this State, 
and the Collector of the Revenuejin 
the City of St. Leuis, before enter- 
ing on the duties of his office, shall 
give bond and security to the State, 
to the satisfaction of the county 
courts, and in St. Louis, to the sat- 
isfaction of the’ Mayor of said city, 
in a sum equal to the amount of all 
the revenue to be collected by him 
for one year, conditioned that he 
will faithfully and punctually collect 
and pay over all State, county and 
other revenues for the four years 
next ensuing the first day of March 
thereafter, and that he will in all 
things faithfully perform the duties 
of the office of Collector according 
to law. The official bond required 
by this section shall be signed by at 
least five solvent sureties. 

Collections $13,000,000 Last Year. 
As the collections of taxes and li- 

censes for 1908-9 were $13,000,000, the 


+statute would seem to require the Col- 


lector’s bond to be placed at that sum. 

“T have arranged for a $700,000 bond, 
the same as Mr. Hagerman gave,” said 
Collector-elect Koeln to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday. ‘I have placed 
$400,000 of it with one agency and $300,- 
000 with another.’ 


He said he had heard noting of the 
likelihood of having to iurnish a $13,- 
000,000 bond» The $700,000 bond is di.- 
vided into $300,000 to the Board of Edu- 
cation and $200,000 each to the City and 
State, and is the largest bond given 
by any city official. 

Surety company officials said Wednes- 
day that no company or combination 
of companies would provide a $13,000,000 
bond for any man. Such a requirement, 
they agreed, would be preposterous, and 
result in keeping the new C:--ector from 
taking office. 

Treasurer Quick Files Bond, 

The only bends filed with the City 
Register by the new officials up to 
Wednesday noon were those of Leon 
W. Quick, Treasurer-elect, for $500,000, 
and George P. Weinbrenner, re-elected 
Marshall, $10,000. 

Lawyers said Wednesday that the new 
statute unquestionably required Keeln 
to give a bond equal to the aggregate 
amount collected, and that the State law 
would supersede city ordinances on the 
subject. The city charter fixes the Col- 
lector’s minimum bond at $200,000, and 
the $700.000 which the last two collec- 
tors have given was fixed by city ordi- 
nances and by the Board of Education. 

The annual premium charged by sure- 
ty cempanies for bonds running into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars was 
formerly 1-10 of 1 per cent of the 
amount of the bond or $1 on $1000. Some 
of the officials now trying to arrange 
their bonds are complaining of an in- 
crease In this rate. 

Surety company officials say the in- 
crease is due to an abandonment ef the 
former policy ef price-cutting and spe- 
cial rates to get business. They deny 
the charge of some of the officials that 
there is a combination for the purpose 
of forcing rates UP. 

A bill now pending in the Assembly at 
Jefferson City fixes the maximum 
premium rate at $5 en $1000. There is 
a movement among officials to have 
this maximum reduced te $2 Even at 
$2 on $1000, the Comptreller's $300,000 bond 
would cost him $600 a year, or nearly 
one-eighth of his 000 salary.

BULLET IN HEART

Charles Frehland, 63, Shoots 
Self and Swings, Dead, 
Into Space. 


MILKMAN FINDS BODY 


Clothing Ignited; Either Hang- 
ing or Wound Would Have 
Been Fatal. 





With a knotted rope about his neck, 
Charles Frehland, 68 seated 
himself before daylight 
the roof of a shed adjoining his dwell- 
ing at 1629 Franklin and fired 
a bullet into 

As his body the shed, 
fastened to the porch above, 
tightened about his neck. A milkman, 
entering the dark rear yard, saw a dull 
circle of flame halfway between the 
porch and the pavement, and smelled 
burning cloth. He did not distinguish 
the suspended form. 

‘“‘There’s some rags burning in that 
yard,’ the milkman told two passing 
policemen. They entered the yard and 
saw Frehland’s body, the shirt front 
ablaze. A dash of water from the yard 
hydrant extinguished the fire, and the 
policenten, climbing the stairs, cut the 
rope at the place where it was knotted 
about the porch railing. 

Either Would Have Killed Him, 

The bullet wound was such, physt- 
cians said, as to cause instant death, 
and the noose, formed by Ilrehland 
with a new clothesline, doubled, was so 
formed that it could hardly have failed 
of its purpose. 

The doubly sure method of suicide 
was the result of a careful plan. Freh- 
land had frequently asked his son, Wil- 
liam Frehland, with whom he lived, 
to get him a revolver. Because of thess 
requests, William had kept a close 
watch on his father, and slept in the 
same bed with him nightly. 

Frehland arose -ore time between 3 
and 4 a, m. withcut waking his son, 
and, going out upon the porch, adjusted 
the two ends of the rope. Then, appar- 
ently, he lowered himself to the shed in 
the mext yard and sat en its edge, his 
feet hanging over into his own yard. In 
this position he shot himself, and 
pitched forward, dead, into the air. 

He had been an invalid for several 
months.

STEAMER SINKS: 
PASSENGERS 
SAVED IN STORM 


Panic Spreads Over Packet 
Virginia and Crew Restrains 
Voyagers by Force. 








14.—After a 
steamer Vir- 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Apri! 
tempestuous vovage, 
ginia, from Cincinnati to Pittsburg, was 
finally wrecked late last night in the 
Ohie River at Wellsville, O. 

The boat, the largest plying the upper 
Ohie, went down clese to ghore after 
striking a reck and tearing a hole three 
feet long in the hull. 

Although handicapped by darkness, a 
Ligh wind and drenching rain, the crew 


managed to place the 50 passengers 
safely in boats and put them ashere. 
They were taken scantily clad, to a fire 
engine house in Wellsville, and later 
reached a hotel by means ef a police 
patrol wagon. Today the passengers 
were sent to this city by ratlroad. 

The Virginia's trip from Cincinnati 
‘vas without mishap until Wheel'ng was 
reached early last evening. At this 
point a severe windstorm was encoun- 
tered and the big packet was tossed 
about in the Ohio River like a small 
boat. It was impossible to land af 
Wheeling, and the Virginia continued 
toward this city. 

After a short time the storm abat 
and the passengers became quiet, in the 
belief all dangers were passed. A ma- 
jority ef them sought their berths. 
About ll e’clock the steamer, which is 
Said to have been leaking badly from 
an earlier accident, entered the channel 
here. When yet some distance from 
shore the steamer struck an obstruction 
with terrific force. 

The boat jarred mightily and the pas- 
Sengers were thrown from their berths, 
In a moment all were rushing panic- 
stricken to the saloon ef the bo&t. Bag- 
Kage and valuables were forgotten. Aft- 
er the excited passengers had reached 
the saloon they were quickly surround- 
ed by a crew of 75 men and restrained. 
Boats were brought into service and

‘We desire to have the best men we 
can get in the clerical positions in the 
Council: and if the city committee 
does not recommend them, we will look 
elsewhere for them.”

A pair of goggles he was not accus- 
tomed to wearing cost James Smith, a 
bricklayer of 4458 Kossuth avenue, his 
life Wednesday morning. 

Smith was laying brick in the sev- 
enth story of the new factory for the 
Peters Shoe Co. at Glasgow avenue and 
North Market street, about nitiety feet 
from the ground. He had remarked to 
fellow workmen that he was not used 
to the goggles and could not see through 
them properly. \ 

Owing to this barrier to his vision, 
he made a misstep on the seaffold at 
ll o’clock, lost his balance and fell.

After more than five years of litiga- 
tion the evidence in the suit of Morgan 
Jones and others against the Union 
Biectric Light and Power Co. is al- 
most ready to submit to the Federal 
Court. Morgan Jones was one of the 
big stockholders of the Missouri Edi- 
son Co., ihe inde- | 
pendent corporations absorbed by the 


which was one of 
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North American Co. in the formation of 
the Union Electric. Mr. Jones’ conten- 
tion is that he was not paid what his 
‘stock was worth. 


The last witnesses for the plaintiffs 
and the defendant were heard this week 
by Master Arthur B. Shepley. Out of 
the testimony in the Morgan Jones 
case has grown another interesting suit 
against the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. This is the quo warranto 
suit filed by Arthur N. Sager, while he 
was Circuit Attorney, to deprive the 
electric company of its charter for 
violation of the anti-trust laws of Mis- 
souri, 

Sager’s suit -was filed in the State 
courts two years ago. Although it was 
started three years after the Morgan 
Jones civil suit, it may be finally ad- 
judicated in the State courts before the 
Federal courts dispose of the Jones case. 

The organizers of the Light Trust de- 
ascribed in their téstimony before Mr. 
Shepley, just how the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. was formed out 
of the Missouri Edison, the Imperial, 
Citizens’, Union Electric Nea. > and oth- 
er independent companies. Mr. Sager 
procured transcripts of this testimony, 
and upon it based his Suit to oust the 
company for violatton of the laws pro- 
hibiting combinations in restraint of 
trade. 

The Sager suit is now in the Supreme 
Court of Missouri on a mandamus pro- 
ceeding instituted by the defendant to 
compel Judge Grimm to restore to the. 
docket.of the Cirg@®: Court of St. Louis 
a demurrer that he struck off. 

Technical Question Involved. 

The qeustion involved in the man- 
damus suit is purely a technical one. 
If the Supreme Court orders Judge 
Grimm to restore the demurrer to the 
docket, it will not affect the case mater- 
faily, as Judge Grimm has virtually 
overruled the demurrer. If the Su- 
preme Court sustains Judge Grimm, the 
Case will be set for trial, and Mr. 
Sager says he will insist upon it be- 
ing heard in open court, not before a 
referee. 

Mr. Sager, who originated the suit, 
was retained by Circuit Attorney Jones 
as special counsel. Judge Daniel G. 

- Taylor, in whose court the case was 
originally docketed, sustained a demur- 
rer to Mr. Sager's petition, but there 
Was a misunderstanding about the mat- 
ter, and it was reconsidered and left 
ov the docket when Judge Taylor re- 
tired from the bench. 

It was the contention of Mr. Sager 
that under the decisions of the Supreme 
Ceurt a demurrer would not lie against 
@ QU0 Warranto suit. Judge Grimm to»k 
this view the case and struck the 
Gemurrer from the docket. 

A decision on this point is expected 
from the Supreme Court in May. ff it

Fleming Makes Public Grand 
Jury Testimony Against 
Police Commissioner. 








LOS ANGELES, €al., April 14.—Dis- 
trict Attorney l'red ricks has made pub- 
lic the grand jury testimony which re- 
sulted in the indictment of former Police 


Commissioner Samuel Schenck on a 


charge of bribery. 

It was alleged that Schenck, who is 
out on bail awaiting trial, offered City 
Prosecutor Fleming bribe money if he 
would cease his efforts tu close up the 
Redlight district. 

Fleming’s testimony was to the effect 
that Schenck took him to luncheon and 
there made 1 , -oposition to him. 

- leming testified that Schenck said: 
“There is money in this proposition in 


Commercial street, and you can have 
yours every month. You can just as 
well retire independent.”’ 

“ Well,’ I said, ‘Sam, that sounds fine, 
aoesn't it?’ Later I told him I would 
think about it. That was the end of 
the incident. He offered me no specific 
amount of money.’’ 

Wanted to Regulate It. 

After some of the rajds directed by 
Fleming, Schenck, it is alleged, made 
another call at the City Prosecutor's 
office. 

“The Mayor thinks you are getting 
too long-haired,’’ Schenck told Fleming. 

Tl.e Mayor was sent for and an inter- 
view followed. 

“I believe jn regulating this thing,’’ 
Fleming testified the Mayor told him. 
“I thought you would be reasonable; 
but you want to be like the preachers. 
You want to raise hell all the time.’’

In the Senate Lieutenant-Governor 
Oglesby ordered the Secretary of the 
Senate, James H. Paddock, to read Sen- 
ate rule No. 60, which bars the general 
public from the Senate floor. The 
women were escorted to seats in the 
galleries. Chaplain G. W. Dungan, in 
his prayer, “thanked God for the pres- 
ence of so many ladies, Knowing there- 
by their interest in purer politics and 
better government.”’ 

In the House no rulé was announced, 
but the women, learning of the action 
of the Senate, left the floor of their 
own accord and sought vantage points 
in the galleries. 

Twenty-five members of the equal suf- 
frage lobby are to address the joint 
meeting of the Senate and House com- 
mittees on the Chicago charter this af- 
ternoon.

PLEA FOR UNION MADE 

Business Men’s Organization Is 

Scored for Its Lack of ” 
Co-operation. 


— 











While uttering pleas for the proper 
“boosting” of St. Louis, the members 
of the St. Louis Advertising Men's 
League did not hesitate to hand out 
a few raps at “the stagnation of the 
town,” the principal shortcoming being, 
in their estimation, that thing closest 
to their own hearts—advertisement. 
Few eulogies were spoken at the 
luncheon of the league at the Planters 
Wednesday. The “ad men” listened to 
speeches*by I. H. Sawyer, their presi- 
dent, who is a director of the Brown 
Shoe Co.; Edward E. Scharff, president 
of the Merchants’ Exchange; A. G. 
Werremeyer, secretary of the North St. 
Louis Business Men’s Association, and 
Prof, Herbert W. Hess of the McKin- 
ley High School. 

Mr. Sawyer said that while the ob- 
ject of the Advertising Men's League 
is to ‘‘boost’’ St. Louis and all within 
her gates, it was not unseemly to rec- 
ognize that the city is faulty in many 
respects and decidedly backward. In 
other words, he said, St. Louis is ‘‘shy’’ 
on advertising herself. 

He paid his respects to the Million 
Club in the following language: 

“Has the Million Club set its figure 
of population sufficiently high? We 
now have a population between 700,000 
and 800,000. Why should St. Louis go 
after an increase of only 200,000? Let 
the Million Club change 
2,000,000. 


Increase in Shoe Business. 
‘The shoe manufacturers a few years 


ago set their ambitions at an annual 
business of $5,000,000. Some of them have 
reached twice and thrice that, and the 
slogan now is 20,000,000. 

“The removal of the stockyards from 
North St. Louis to East St. Louis was 
a sample of early incapacity on the part 
or the various organizations whose 
business it was to ‘boost’ St. Louis. The 
removal would not have been made if 
the Merchants’ 'Exchange, the Business 
Men's League and similar organizations 
had done their duty by the city. 
“There was talk of lack of space for 
the stockyvards in Missouri... Has IIlli- 
nois more space than Missouri for good 
works? We have all the room from 
here to Kansas City for factories and 
big enterprises, beginning at our city 
limits and going on as far as the land 
reaches. 

“The terminal situation is the great- 
est drawback the business of St. Louis 
has. It looks hopeless and we must 
be optimists to believe that some day 
ir will all come right. I have been told 
that the Business Men’s League is an 
asset of the Terminal] Association, and 
it looks as if that might be true.’ 

Mr. Scharff devoted his remarks to 
the necessity of forcing St. Louis fur- 
ther into the limelight, and the cultiva- 
tion of civic pride. 

“There is, in my judgment,” said 
Mr. Scharff, ‘‘one vital failing in the 
efforts that have been made to exploit 
St. Louis, to increase its population, to 
increase its influence, and to draw peo- 
ple and industries here, and that is a 
lack of concerted effort on the part of 
those who, while unquestionably work- 
ing for the good of the city, are not 
working together with those who are 
striving in the same direction. We have 
many organizations here, each of which 
seems to have taken a different field of 
endeavor, each creditable in its, way, 
and each unquestionably helping to do 
eood. But there is strength in union, 
and union is, in my opinion, essentially 
needed at this time. 

Lack of Concerted Effort. 
‘Rivalry among our business organiza- 
tions is a good thing. It stimulates the 
endeavors of the others. But we are 
net growing in influence as fast as we 
should, and it is to be ascribed to the 
very fact that we are not pulling to- 
gether. 
“TF do not like to refer again to Kan- 
sas City. We have heard so much of 
Kansas City lately that we are apt to 
belittle our own growth—and really St. 
Louis is not quite as backward as-she 
sometimes is painted—but we can learn 
from even our smallest competitors, and 
we can see what 1s being done in other 
towns by concerted effort to increase 
the trade prestige.” 

Prof. Hess told how to get results 
in studying the psychology of their 
business and by going after the ema- 
tional element of people in advertising 
their wares, 
A. G. Werremeyer said that since the 
day of the World’s Fair sticker, which 
everybody in those days sent broadcadt 
on the outside of their correspondence, 
there had never been a concerted effort 
to force St. Louis into the spotlight. 
He advocated the repeal of the city 
ordinance which prohibits the building 
of signs more than 18 inches beyond the 
building line. This prevented the mer- 
chants, he said, from advertising with 
electric signs as they might otherwise, 
He said that even towns 48 small as 
Springfield, Mo., and Springfleld, 1), 
excelled St. Louis in illumination. He 
pleaded for more light.

In the hope of discovering their miss- 
ing housemaid, “Clara,’’ who  disap- 
peared Sept. 30, 1907, on the same morn- 
ing that $6100 worth of jewelry was 
stolen from a small cabinet at their 
home, 19 Lenox place, Mr. and Mrs. H. 
Chouteau Dyer have gone to Sharon, 
Pa., to look at Mrs. Helen Boyle, Willie 
Whitla kidnaping suspect, under arrest 
there. 

The girl who disappeared from. the 
Dyer home at the time of the theft 
was a new employe. Mrs. Dyer had 
not even learned her surname, knowing 
her only as “‘Clara.’’ She was about 25 
years old and had “‘blue-gray eyes, with 
a cast in one of them.”’ 

It was the girl’s duty to attend the 
Dyer baby while the family was at 
meals in the dining room. On the morn- 
ing of the theft, the Dyers were at 
breakfast. When Mrs. Dyer returned 
to get the baby she found the little fel- 
low alone and eating candy which Mrs. 
Dyer had forbidden. 

Stolen Jewels Worth 86107. 

A small writing desk which had con- 
tained jewelry was open and a pair 
of pliers lying on the desk showed how 
it had been forced. The jewels stolen 
were valued at $6107 and the list in- 
cluded 4 half-dozen rings, several of 
them set with diamonds; diamond pins. 
diamond-set bracelets, cuff buttons and 
other articles of jewelry. 

A negro man servant in the Dyer 
home said that while the family was 
at breakfast he saw “‘Clara’’ depart by 
a side door and hurry away through 
Lenox place. 

The Dyers have not seen either the 

missing jewels nor the missing servant 
since that day, although the police 
forces of all the big cities have been 
searching for both. 
The Baltimore police said that they 
thought the girl was from that city, a 
professional thief who made a practice 
of engaging service in wealthy homes 
and then stealing jewelry. A suspect is 
under arrest now at Dresden, Germany, 
but has not been identified.

The favors 
were sent by Col. R. Lee Hedges, presi- 
cent of the Browns, and G. Stanley 
Robison, executive head of the Cardi- 
nals. 

Each representative and senator has 
received an @nnual pass and many pri- 
vate secretaries have received game 
passes, nearly every one getting at least 
a ticket of admission to the opening 
game in St. Louis today. 

Some doubt as to the legal propriety 
of accepting the passes was expressed 
by legislators, and, to set these doubts 
at rest, Attorney-General Major was 
consulted. He has rendered an opinion 
that the law forbidding the issuance of 
railroad passes and similar favors does 
not apply to free baseball tickets. 


Big Saving to Magnates, 

It is reported, however, that there are 
several legislators who do not think ac. 
ceptance of the passes is strictly ethi- 
cal, and a few said they would return 
the tickets. 

A season ticket to either of the league 
parks in St. Louis is estimated to _be 
worth $62.50. Tickets to the games of 
both leagues are worth, therefore, $105. 
There are 176 members of the Legisla- 
ture, 

Sunday baseball games in St. Louis— 
about thirty such games being played 
during the season—is said to net $120,- 
000 or $150,000 more than the value of 
the free tickets sent to legislators. 

The anti-Sunday baseball bill never 
has had much chance of passage. I+ 
was reported out of committee once, 
but sent back immediately, and has not 
been heard from since.

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TURKISH WOMEN SMUGGLE 
ARMS AND DYNAMITE T0 
POLITICAL REVOLUTIONISTS 


Persian Legation Attache Tells New 
York Audience of Part Women 
Play in East. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—What Oriental 
women are doing in politics, a subject 
of particular interest at this time in 
view of the revolutionary disturbances 
in Turkey, is told by Col. Mesrope Nev- 
ton Kahn, a member of the Imperial 
Persian Legation. 

In an address before the Women’s Re- 
publican Club at the Waldorf yesterday 
he declared the suffrage movement in 
England was nothing compared with 
the activity of the women in the Orient. 

“Practically all the arms and ammuni- 
tion and dynamite carried across the 
frontiers of Turkey, Persia and Russia 
at the present time are smuggled over 
by women, who carry them under their 
skirts,”’ said Nevton. 

“When politics touches the home and 
bread and butter, the women begin to 
be interested. Turkey and Persia are 
about three hundred years. behind 
America. Politics is in a disruptive 
condition, about as it was here at the 
time of the Boston tea party. All is 
riot and murder, and that is what the 
women there are doing now. When 
they want anything done in the East 
they are very apt to put the woman for- 
ward, 

“I have seen a woman attack a man 
in the street, and, while he would not 
have stood it from a man, he would 
Submit to the woman.” 

After hearing Col. Nevton’s address, 
the clubwemen voted to send sympa- 
thetic greetings to the women of the 
East.

St. Louis Institution Will Re- 
main Under Control of the 
Jesuits. 


FUNDS BADLY 








NEEDED 





New Building and Athletic 
Ground Included in Plans 
for Improvement. 





In the establishment of a nonsectar- 
jan Advisory Board of 25 prominent St. 
Louisans, the faculty and alumni of 
St. Louis University have made the first 
step in a plan to make the university 
one of the best equipped in the West, 

To work out the pzan will necessitate 
the raising of $2,000,000. 

Members of the faculty say that there 
is nothing radical in the fact that a 
number of the board members are non- 
Catholics. Since 1903 when the univer- 
sity took over the Marion-Sims-Beau- 
mont Medical College for its medical 
department the faculty of the univer- 
sity has numbered men of all faiths. 
And since the university first opened its 
doors in St. Louis the classrooms have 
always been open to those of different 
religious beliefs. 

The Advisory Board will not take the 
control of the university away\from the 
Jesuits. The Board of Trustees of the 
university is con:posed_ entirely of 
Jesuits and this, board will not be 
changed. 


Planning to Reise Funds, 
Rev. Fr. Frieden, president of the uni- 


versity, explained the creation of the 
Advisory Board to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in the following statement. 

“The purpose of the Advisory Board 
is to have associated with the officers 
of the university a body of gentlemen 
whose names and standing in the com- 
munity will add to the efficiency of the 
university; men who ®™ interested in 
the advancement of the university in 
all its departments, who ure willing to 
make some sacrifice of their valuable 
time in watching over and promoting 
the interests of the university, who 
because of their experience are in a 
position to advise the university author- 
ities as to the procuring and assist them 
in procuring the necessary funds to 
support and develop the university.”’ 

Of the two milHNons which the Ad- 
visory Board hopes to raise, one-half 
will be put into an endowment fund. 
The other million will be spent in the 
construction of buildings for an en- 
gineering course, the purchase of the 
latest apparatus for the _ scientific 
courses, the building of a preparatory 
school in the West End and an athletic 
ground. 


Considering Athletic Ground, 
The athletic ground is designed to be 


even better equipped than the Wash- 
ington University Stadium. The Ad- 
visory Board has already considered the 
site of the ground which they desire 
to be on King’s highway. Placing the 
ground within the city limits will in- 
sure greater crowds for the different 
games and sports. 

Although St. Louis University was 
first opened when St. Louis was little 
more than a village, it has never been 
the beneficiary of any endowment fund. 
It has always been dependent on the 
fees received from the students fer 
board and tuition. As all of the money 
thus received has been spent by the 
faculty in enlarging the university, its 
ability to exist has rested chiefly on 
the fact that none of the Jesuits who 
teach in the university receives a sal- 
ary and on the small donations from 
time to time by friends of the institu- 
tion. 

The only large sums the university 
has received during its life were the 
donation of $70,000 by John Doyle of 
St. Louis, money raised by the sale of 
the property of the old college on Ninth 
street, and the donations made by 
friends and alumni which made possible 
the purchase of the Marion-Sims-Beau- 
mont School of Medicine.

PARIS, April 14.—“Pheodore Roose- 
velt is his own Judas,” writes Debon- 
effon in the Paris Journal. 

The qfarré] between Mr. Roosevelt 
and Deboneffon, a correspondent of 
the Journal, continues to arouse all 
Paris. Deboneffon asserted that he 
talked with Col. Roosevelt for half an 
hour aboard the steamship Hamburg 
at Naples, but Roosevelt did not know 
he was a newspaper mah. The Jour- 
nal affirmed that the “interview” as 
published was strictly accurate. 

Mr: Roosevelt telegraphed to the 
Paris Matin from Suez, at the east end 
of the canal: 

“I never saw any man by the name 
of Deboneffon.. I had no interview of 
any kind with anyone. The whole 
story is an impudent fabrication, 
without one particle of foundation of 
any kind whatever.” 

It was in consequence of this that 
Deboneffon retorted in the Journal) 
that M. Roosevelt was “his own Ju- 
das.’ Deboneffon says that Mr. Roose- 
velt was never praised by anyone 
more highly than by engee in the 
interview. 

“Why are these denials made before 
Mr. Roosevelt can have’ seen by any 
possibility the article in dispute?” De- 
boneffon asks, “and why are they not 
made direct to the newspaper publish- 
ing the interview, rather than through 
the medium of another?” 

Debonetfon intimates placidly that 
Mr. Roosevelt, who now speaks and 
writes only for large pay, is furious 
that he should have given an inter- 
view free. He makes the allegation 
that Mr.: Roosevelt, shewing an auto- 
graphed photograph of Emperor Wil- 
liam in his cabin on the Hamburg, 
gave the impression that the Emperor 
had presented it to him. Deboneffon 
says he learned later that the Emper- 
or gave the photograph to the Ham- 
bure’s officers .

To escape his own 
theughts, he walks out on the streets. 
He receives many attentions from wom- 
en and one man stops him with a story 
of money to be made by betting on a 
game of cards in a room over a saloon. 
Ail the time Dan remembers his mother 
at home and her parting wor®@s that no 
matter how the family became sepa- 
rated the circle should remain unbroken. 
Honesty Truly Rewarded. 
Dan drifts into a church meeting and 
is greatiy stirred by the sermon. His 
employer is there and notices Dan’s 
agitation. The employer decides from 
Dan's action that he has been guilty 
of embezzlement and begins an investi- 
gation of the books which shows that 
the youth is honest, but that the head 
of the department has embezzled large 
sums. Dan is promoted and eventually 
becomes manager of the store at a large 
salary. 

“T am fully satisfied that the fiction 
I tell does much good,’’ said the Rev. 
Mr. String Tuesday. ‘I believe many 
peeple are reached who could not be 
impressed by a sermon. 

“There are many problems which a 
minister cannot discuss in a sermon 
which he can bring out forcibly. in a 
stcry written as though it were to. be 
published in a magazine. 

Stories Have a Moral. 

“There have been some objections 
raised that the stories Ixhave given in 
St. Louis and other cities have been 
such as would give a young man or a 
yeung woman who wishes to do wrong 
a perfect guide to the downward path, 
but I think that position is not well 
taken. The story invariably leads to 
a happy conclusion, which shows that 
honesty and right living only are 
profitable. It shows that the man who 
dees not live right always comes to a 
bad end. 

“In the preparation of my stories I 
have given them all the literary merit 
in my ability. I have endeavored to 
make them as interesting a8 any fic- 
tion one reads in the magazines, and 
I have had much success with them. 
They have moved congregations which 
my sermons failed to impress. 

“I do not wish to be understood as 
taking the position that the Bible should 
not be preached, because I do not be- 
lieve that. Religion is a mighty. fac- 
tor in the world and were it not for 
religion there would be very, little good, 
but to many persons outside the church, 
the ones we are seeking to bring into 
it, the Scriptures do not appeal suf- 
ficiently to be preached with great suc- 
cess. 

“By interesting stories many of these 
can be brought into the church. Then 
they see the value of religion.”

MAYOR KREISMANN’S POLICY. 

Mayor Kreismann’s plan for a joint committee 
of the Municipal Assembly to meet and confer 
with himself and the heads of departments on 
important questions of public interest and to de- 
vise ways and means to accomplish desirable ends 
is good. It will contribute to the harmonious co- 
opération of all departments of the city govern- 
ment. It should develop ideas for the betterment 
of the city. : 


The new Mayor’s inaugura! was indicative of 
an intention to serve the public. The hint of the 


adoption of the merit system for our public in- 
stitutions, the recommendation of a careful pres- 
ervation of public rights and interests in fran- 
chise grants, the promise of the complete con- 
trol of public utilities in the interest of the people 
are on sound lines of municipal progress. 

The Mayor’s pledge to continue the work of 
abolishing grade crossings until all are eliminated 
is hailed with satisfaction. His suggestion of a 
commission to take up each crossing and work 
out a sgtisfactory plan may be valuable. 

The people will await with interest his plans 
to assure reasonable rates for electricity and gas. 

The Mayor’s promise to make party subordi- 
nate to public ends in the appointment of sub- 
ordinates is a welcome indication that the public 
and not the party machine won in the election. 

Altogether the Mayor’s address was reassuring. 
If results accord with promises the city will 
have no reason to regret the change of admin- 


istrations.

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A NEW TARIFF CRIME. 

The tariff issue has resolved itself into a strug- 
gle not to lower the exorbitant and oppressive 
Dingley rates, but to have them retained as the 
lesser of two evils. 
The absurdity of this situatjon can be ap- 
preciated only by letting the mind travel back 
to the conflict of last fall. Then the Dingley 
law was the black beast of the Republicans. It 
was a malevolent influence in the campaign. They 
rejected it as the expression of their tariff ideas. 
They admitted it was obsolete. They apologized 
for it, explained it and promised, with vehement 
emphasis, to reform and revise, it along newly 
defined lines. 
Skeptical Democrats and unbelieving advocates 
of revision looked askance at their promises. 
They, at least, were unwilling to trust the re- 
vision of the tariff to the men who had perpe- 
trated the original crime. 

Were the skeptics and unbelievers right? 

Taking advantage of the desperate situation in 
the Treasury, the standpatters became solicitous 
as to the nation’s revenue. They would impose 
a few taxes, not for protection’s sake, but to pro- 
vide against the growing deficit. Surely the na- 
tion must have money to meet its expenses and 
obligations. 

The Payne bill, as explained and\excused, was 
modeled along revenue lines. It originally placed 


‘la tax on tea and coffee, on spices, gloves and 


stockings and on some other things just to help 
the Treasury. It lowered the rate on sugar just 
enough to help the trust. 

The prime movers in it were clever, deft and 
experienced. Cannon and Payne and Dalzell, dev- 
otees of protection since its birth, have had their 
natural endowments developed by a_ thousand 
forensic contests. Nelson W. Aldrich is a mighty 
collaborateur in any scheme of tariff making. 

The three representatives did the preliminary 
work. It was left for Aldrich to preserve “the 
symmetry of the schedules.” In the role of smug 
hypocrite, Aldrich is a complete success. He has 
advanced to the center of the stage to announce 
that the necessities of the people must not be 
taxed. To gain revenue we will tax luxuries, he 
says. Yachts are a luxury and 35 per cent is 
their portion. It answers a useful spectacular 
purpose and our millionaire owners of foreign- 
built yachts can continue to sail them under for- 
eign flags. And automobiles, another luxury, 
shall pay 45 per cent on everything, limousine, 
tailboard, lamp and tire, and our millionaires 
can save the money and buy better ones at home. 

But, says Mr. Aldrich, tea and coffee and spices 
must be free. It is a notable concession. It will 
still popular clamor. It will mollify an aroused 
people. It will restore to them—what? Just 
what they have under the benefactions of the 
Dingley law. . 

This Payne bill tax on gloves, on stockings—the 
gloves of the mothers, the stockings of the chil- 
dren—is an awful tax, says Aldrich. It must not 
stand. So he restored the rate to just what it 
is under the exorbitant Dingley law. 

The duty on lead ore stands as in the Payne 
bill and the Dingley law. But “to preserve the 
symmetry of the schedules,’ the Senate” has 
been obliged to raise the rates on lead products 
throughout the bill to correspond to the duty on 
lead ore. There is “bitter disappointment” that 
the Senate bill reduces the rate on crude barytes 
to what it was in the Dingley law. It is increased 
in the Payne bill only 100 per cent. 

The ‘‘commendable’’ work of the Senate 
has been to restore the Dingley rates. 

It is considered a mighty achievement and 
a great victory for a. tax-burdened peOple 
when the Dingley rates are retained and are 
not raised. 

Not a word has been said about the inheritance 
tax commended by Roosevelt and Taft as a rev- 
enue producer. There is no word for an income 
tax that would put burdens where there is 
strength to bear them. 
It is reported that President Taft, a one-time 
declared revisionist and open advocate of lower 
rates, will sign any bill Cannon, Payne and Ald- 
rich approve. It is difficult to believe that Mr. 
Taft is going to make an abject surrender to the 
forces which this trio of tariff jugglers represent 
and typify. We decline to believe that William 
Howard Taft, having eyes to see, ears to hear and 
a mind to think, does not understand the machi- 


nations of the tariff friumvirate who made the 


Dingley law a fraud against the people and an 
economic crime.

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Canvass by Employes Shows 
Fewer Untenanted Buildings 
Than First Estimated. 


Reduction in the nuniber of vacant 
buildings in St. Louis, recently esti- 
mated by the Gould Directory Co. as 
11,000, is shown in the returns of a can- 
vass made by employes of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., under the direction of 
Vice-President C. L. Holman. 

The canvassers reported a total of 
7227 vacant buildings, classified as fol- 
lows: 

Dwellings, 1621; flats, 4466; stores, 1140. 

The canvass was made in a period of 
between three and four weeks by the 
meter readers and bill distributers 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. The 22 
-men made their observations on their 
Tounds and attending to their regular 
duties, but there was a specia) fore- 
man over them to direct the statistics 


The city was divided into 28 districts, 
as it is covered by the Laclede Company 
for business purposes, and the 22 men 
reported the house number and street 
of every vacant building they found 
in St. Louis, covering all sections, east, 
west, north and south. 

“We put out our force of men to 
make this canvass because We could 
do it at very little extra expense, and 
we wanted the information,’’ Mr. Hol- 
man told the Post-Dispatch. ‘Various 
statements had been made, and some 
of them published, to the effect that 
there were 11,000. or 12,000 vacant houses 
in St. Louis. 

“If our figures are correct, and I 
believe they are reasonably so, these 
estimates were too high. 

“I have been informed that the nor- 
mal number of vacant houses in a city 
the size of St. Louis is from 5000 to 
6600. If this is the case, the city is

The rate of mortality among negroes 
is rapidly decreasing, while the birth- 
rate shows a steady gain. If the pres- 
ent ratio is maintained, the number of 
births four years hence will be from 


10 to 15 per cent greater than the total 
deaths. 


At present the absolute Increase in the 


negro population—altogether through 
immigration—averages 3 per cent, 
against a growth of 15 per cent among 
whites. 

The decrease in the death’ rate among 
the negroes of St. Louis is ane of the 
most interesting facts revealed by a 
Study of the city’s vital statistics. To 
the diminution of the mortality, rather 
than to a heavier rate of births will be 
attributed most of the increase in the 
next few years, granting a peristence 
of the ratio shown in the last decade. 

High Mortality in 1901. ’ 

In- 1891 there was in St. Louis a col- 
ored population of 29,000. The number of 
deaths was 999, or 34 in each 1000. The 
death rate among the whole population 
the same year was 20."% per 1000. Two 
years later the death iate among the 
negroes had fallen to 32 per 1000. From 
1901 to 1908, inclusive, the decrease in 
the mortality among the negroes has 
been remarkable, both absolutely and 
relatively. 

In 1901 there were 38,000 negroes in the 
city, according to the figures of the 
Board of Health. The deaths were 
1257, or 33.07 per 1000. In the same period 
the births were 549, or 14.46 per 1000. 
The discrepancy between births and 
deaths, therefore, was about 140 per 
cent, 

In a population of 40,000—an increase 
of 5 per cent over 1901—there were 13218 
deaths, or 32.95 per 1000 for the year 1902. 
The births in the same year were 64s— 
equivalent to 16.20 per 1000. The births 
were, accordingly, but 49 per cent of 
the @@aths. 

Birth Rate Increasing. 

The ratio of births and deaths has 
continued changing in about the same 
proportion until the present, and un- 
doubtedly will be maintained in the 
next few years. The figures are elo- 
quent. In 1904 the deaths were 1225, or 
4.17 per 1000, and the births 603, or 
14.35 per 1000; in 190, death, 1180—27.44 
per 1000, births 599—13.93 per 1000; in 1906, 
deaths, 10,18, or 2.262 per 1000; births 666, 
or 14.77 per 1000; in 1907, deaths, 923— 
20.62 per 400); births, 734, or 16.31 per 
1000, and in 1908, death, 856—18.40 per 1000;

Pennsylvania. Professor Declares 
Whisky Isn’t Good for Snake 


Bites, Alas! 

PHILADELPHIA, April 14.—John 
Marshall, prcfessor of chemistry and 
toxicology in the University. of Penn- 
Sylvania, today scoffed at the use of 
whisky in cases of rattlesnake bite. 
He said that all the popular methods 
of treating snake poisoning were in- 
effective, except‘in so influencing the 
patient’s: mind as to save him from 
death by fright. He said: 

“A blood serum is the only remedy 
which promises life to the victim of a 
rattlesnake. This serum is obtained 
by innoculating a-herse with snake 
poison. Ifa man-takes-the serum and 
a hypodermic. syringe::with him into 
the haunts of rattlesnakes he runs a 
g00d chance of coming. out alive. But 
to dose with whisky, as is the invari- 
able practice, is simply to leave the 
poison to run its course and gamble 
with death.” .

Health Department officials say con- 
tagious diseases have caused many 
deaths in the last few months. The de- 
crease in birth reports, they say, may 
be the fault of physicians and nurses, 
who grow careless about making these 
returns unless frequently reminded of 
the law requiring them to do so.
